temperature of 59 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The law also stipulates that a linen tag 
with the date of slaughter 
name of the butcher and other data 
attached to each fowl. It also 

a permit from the board of 
health, and establishes rules govern- 
ing slaughter of poultiry. 

If poultry is taken from cold storage 
Slaughter it cannot be placed 
back in storage unless {t is inspected 
and approved by an officer of the board. 
The section providing that inspections 
must be made by a board of health 
inspector before slaughter is the one 
which will put the smal] retail dealers 
out of business, it is said. For instance, 
it is pointed out that the law will pro- 
hibit the shipment of poultry into the 
city, and that Atlanta will be discrimi- 
nated against because out-of-town 
dealers will send their poultry to other 
places rather than incur the expense of 
inspection. 
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Says Law Is Prohitbitive. 

“There is no other city in the United 
States that has such a law,” said a 
leading commission merchant Tuesday. 
“The law ts prohibitive and cannot be 
complied with unless some of the re- 
tailers close up shop and go out of 
business. The law will give the big 
packing houses the advantage because 
they are prepared to handle poultry 
under the provision of the proposed or- 
dinance without entailing any great 
additional expense. The law 1s certain 
to increase the price of poultry.” The 
ordinance also provides for the destruc- 
tion of poultry kept in storage for six 
months, and provides for a penalty of 
from $10 to $50 for violations and im- 
prisonment for thirty days. 

The ordinance was framed by Dr. 
Claude Smith, city bacteriologist, and 
was approved by the board: of health. 
Dr. Van DyKe. a member of the board 
who is also alderman from the eighth 
ward, said that he was not present at 
the meeting when the-ordinance was 
approved. .He was asked to introduce 
it in council, and says he did*so before 
he was acquainted with the _ provisions.

DOWLING DENIES 
ne WILL RESIUN 


Says Dr Porter Has No Other 
Alternative Than to Quit 


Famous Louisiana Health Offi- 
cial Shows His Train 
Thousands in Atlanta and 
Lectures in the Auditorium 
on Sanitation. 


} 


The report that he would resign was 
denied by Dr. Oscar Dowling, president 
of the Louisiana state board of health, 


upon his arrival in Atlanta, yesterday 


morning. 

Because he refused to detail a hook- 
worm expert with the ‘Health Train” to 
Washington, Dr. Sidney D. Porter, head 
of the hookworm work in Louisiana, 
was suspended by Dr. Dowling His 
action created a sensation throughout 
the south because Dr. Porter holds a 
commission from the Rockefeller sani- 
tary commission at Washington, and 
the Louisiana heakh board receives $2,- 
500 annually for the work Dr. Porter 
does in the state. 

“It just got down to the question of 
who was president of the Louisiana 
board,” said Dr. Dowling. “I am sorry 
Ir. Porter took the view he has of'the 
matter. He is in Washington to ap- 
peal to the Rockefeller commission, but 
I don’t see that he has any other alter- 
native than to resign.” 

DowlHing Clatms Jurisdiction, 

The chief of the hookworm work in 
Louisiana, the position held by Dr. 
Porter, is an appointee of the state 
board of health, and Dr. Dowling, as 
president, contends that the board has 
jurisdiction. The appointment is made 
subject to the sanction of the Rock- 
feller commission. The commission, ac- 
cording. to arrangements, contributes 
$2500 annually for the pay of the 
hookworm expert and the state board 
of health contributes $1,500. 

Dr. Dowling regrets the incident. He 
says that thre refusal of Dr. Porter to 
send an expvrt with the train to Wash- 
ington is clearly insubordination. Dr. 
Porter told his friends before leaving 
New Orleans he could not spare an ex- 
pert to make the Washington trip at 
thaf time. 

The strenuous Louisiana health offi- 
cer reached Atlanta early Tuesday 
morning. He is on- his way over the 
Southern railway lines to Washington 
to attend a national health convention. 

The famous “Health on Wheels” train 
fitted up by Dr. Dowling at his own 
expense was carried along. It was 
shifted from the Southern tracks to 
the Western and Atlantic switch along- 
side the Kimball house, and from 6:30 
to 9:30 it was estimated that 3,000 peo- 
ple passed through. He is showing for 
the first time a new coach recently 
equipped with exhibits showing model 
conditions for dairies, restaurants, 
meat markets and places’ through 
which the food supply of a city passes. 

“T have not had much of an Ooppor- 
tunity of seeing Atlanta,” he said, 
“but it seems that it is an ideal city. 
Some of the papers have gone a little 
far in their interviews, and I guess I'll 
have a set-to with Mayor Behrman 
when I get back to New Orleans. 

“Atlanta might not need such a 
scrubbing as was given New Orleans. 
I don’t know the conditions here, and 
am not in a position to tell. To find 
the real dirt in a city you must ‘go 
into the dairles, restaurants, bakeries, 
abbatoirs and sources of food supply. 

Lectures at Auditorium, 

With three reels of motion pictures 
and nearly twenty-five slides as illus- 
trations, Dr. Dowling lectured to a 
crowd that completely filled the lower 
floor of the Auditorium last night. 

He spoke on the enforcement of 
the fly ordinance, and urged that the 
best method for the people of Atlanta 
to get a thoroughly sanitary city was 
to get rid of the filth that accumulates 
in isolated sections. He urged that 
water be boiled before using. He 
pointed out the necessity of sanitary 
dairies and healthy cows, and empha- 
sized the necessitv of consumers learn- 
ing from whence comes their milk 
supply. 

One particularly striking feature of 
the lecture is the film, “The Christmas 
Seal,” showing the work that is being 
done to fight the white plague, and 
another was a picture showing the 
great work being done in Chicago by 
the district nurses. 

Throughout his lecture Dr. 
was interrupted by applause. 

Dr. L. E. Clark, president. of the 
Fulton county Medical society, intro- 
duced the speaker, and announced that 
the health exhibit car wotld be on 
exhibition until 11 o'clock Wednes- 
day. 

214,000 Saw Car in Loutsiana. 

After his lecture at the Auditorium 
Tuesday night Dr. Dowling took a num- 
ber of city officials and physicians 
through his two exhibit cars, and ex- 
plained to them the educational fea- 
tures. He said that fn nine months 
214,000 went through the cars in Lou- 
isiana, and a great many became in- 
terested when he had the cars in Cal- 
ifornia.

When the 
police advanced to expel ‘them a ter- 
rific struggle ensued, in which clenched 
fists were used freely. 

In some eases it required as many 
as six policemen. to remove a single 
struggling legislator. One had an arm 
nearly pulled from its socket. Count 
Karolvi struck out like a madman and 
succeeded in freeing himself from the 
police at the door. He rushed back 
and fell fainting on a bench. 

After a prolonged struggle only 
Count Apponyi and fourteen deputies 
were left. The count told the com- 
mandant that they would leave volun- 
tarily if the police went first. This 
was done. The seats, which 
piled up-as barricades, were restored 
to their places and the government 
deputies returned to the chamber.

UNCLE SAM tiAS MANDATE

Washington, September 17.—The pol- 
icy of the United States tn its relations 
with revolution-torn little neighborg in 
Central America and the West Indies 
arly defined in an instruction from 
state department embodied in a 
note presented by Minister Weitzel to 
the Nicaraguan government, the text 
of which was made public today. The 
communication is expected to create a 
profound sensation in Latin-America, 
for while it was addressed to Nicara- 
gua, it will be recognized as a general 
warning. 

Purpose of United States. 

“America’s purpose, the instruction 
declares, is to foster true constitu- 
tional government and free elections 
and to this end strong moral support 
will be given to established govern- 
ments against revolutions based upon 
the selfish designs of would-be despots 
and not upon any principle or popular 
demand. Force. will be used, if neces- 
Sary, in maintaining free communica- 
tion with and to protect American 
ministers and legations. This policy 
already has been adopted in Santo Do- 
mingo, Panama and Honduras. 

Minister Weitzel was directed to pre- 
sent his instruction officially to the 
Nicaraguan government, and unofficial- 
ly to the revolutionists in that country 
and to make-it public as an authorized 
declaration of policy. 

United States Policy Outlined. 
The instruction, in part, follows: 
‘The policy of the government of the

The white-fingered and musky gentry who now live in Atlanta on the 
shame of women by the:unlawful permission of her officials would never 
knowingly run the risk of having to hurt their delicate hands with a pick 
and shovel in the chain gang, where they belong. 


The simple steps necessary to-end the city’s shame are well known 
to the Judge. 


Without question, when on the bench he was often hampered by the 
cumbersome machinery of indictments by grand jury and trials by jury, 
where one corrupt rascal could prevent justice being done. | 


City Ordinances remove these difficulties. 


The Chief of Police knows the houses and the owners. 
He has the necessary evidence. 
He need only give the notice to the owner. 


Upon the owner failing to abate the nuisance within two days, he 
must come before the Recorder for trial. 

The punishment provided by law is both fine and imprisonment. 

Again we offer help and shelter to the women willing to leave their 
bondage. 

But let justice be done to the criminals who live ™ buying and sell- 
ing them.

proved August 19, 1911, to wt: 

An Act proposing to amend the Constitution 
of Georgia by adding to geecond Section of the 
seventh Article of gaid Constitution a new Para. 
graph for requiring oertain tax returns to be 
made to the Comptroller General on or before 
the first day of March of each year, and for 
requiring the taxes areing on such returns to 
be paid on or before the Ist day of September, 
and to authorize the General Assembly to pa-s 
such laws as may be necessary and proper for 
carrying out said provisions, 

Section 1 Be it enacted by the General A:-. 
eembly, That it shall be and is hereby proposed 
to anrend the Constitution of Georgia, by adding 
to the second Section of the seventh Article a 
new Paragraph to ve known as Paragraph six, as 
follows: ‘‘All persone or classeg of persons who 
were, by laws of force January Ist, 1911, re- 
quired to make returns for taxation to the Comp- 
troller General, and all who may hereafter be 
so required, shall, on or before the first day of 
March of each year, make such returns as of 
date of January let of that year, and shall pay 
the taxes arising on euch reeurns ip favor of the 
State on or before the first of September of 
the same year, anything heretofore contained in 
the Constitution or laws of Georgia to ths 
contrary notwithstanding. The laws of force o1 
said date governing such returns and payments. 
and the collection and enforcement thereof shall 
remain of force as ajplicable to the returns and 
payments herefn required unti! the same shall 
be changed by law.
